City Council asks questions about after-school program 


about the original outlay of money with no guar¬ 
antee for the district’s proposal. The city already 
has an after-school program for 55 children who 
are primarily from Sierra Madre Elementary 
School. Since more parents wish to participate, 
the Pasadena School District wants to work in 
tandem with the city. 

Sierra Madre is the only school in the 
Pasadena Unified School District not currently 
offering on-site, after-school care for their stu¬ 
dents. The proposed program would move the 
city’s existing program from the Recreation 
Center to Sierra Madre Elementary School and 
expand the enrollment from 60 to 100 children. 

Sierra Madre children have priority over 
those from out of town. 


The after-school program would be held at 
Sierra Madre Elementary School cafeteria. A 
portion of the facility would be reserved as Day 
Camp space for a desk, phone, supplies and 
storage. 

The day would be from 11:20 a.m. to 6 
p.m. each day for a minimum of 30 children. 
They hope for 100 children with a monthly cost 
per child (at 100 children) of $130.32. 

Keith presented the mt)nthly revenue esti¬ 
mate as follows: $1500, 5 kindergarteners at 
$75/week; $1800, 10 kindergarteners at $45/- 
week; 75 regular children at $45/week; and 10 
drop-ins at $9/day. The total is $18,150. 

Most council members were concerned 


at $12 per hour, working 40 hours. The youth 
coordinator would work 30 hours per week and 
would make $7.76 per hour. 

A senior leader, recreation leader and 
assistant recreation leader would work 20 hours 
each. They would be paid $6.21 per hour, $5.23 
per hour and $4.62 per hour, respectively. 


The item that took the most time at the city 
council meeting last week was the discussion 
about the Pasadena School District’s proposal for 
after-school care at Sierra Madre Elementary 
School. And after the discussion, the council 
decided to have Michelle Keith, assistant recre¬ 
ation director, re-design the proposed program, 
answering some of the questions posed by council 
members. 

According to Keith, the fiscal impact would 
be positive, with projected profit at $61,416. The 
revenue would amount to $217,800 with expendi¬ 
tures standing at $156,384. 

Staff would consist of an assistant recreation 
director who would work 40 hours a week, 
making $13 per hour; and a recreation coordinator 


New expenditures would be the following: 
$23,097, wages, seasonal employees; $3696, 
personnel services; $848, special departmental 
expenses; $4000, recreation supplies; $650, office 
furnishings. The total is $32,293. 

According to Keith, community groups and 
Sierra Madre PTA have offered to make donations 
for additional supplies to start the program.

found the clock in an abandoned house, under 
a pile of scrap lumber. To my surprise, there 
was nothing broken, and the original brass 
key was in the pendulum box. I carefully box¬ 
ed it, and when I returned to Sierra Madre, it 
rode with me right in my Pullman bedroom. 
A knowledgeable clock man put it in perfect 
order. Then, for a number of years, it hung 
on my bedroom wall, and many nights I lis¬ 
tened to its soft talk in the dark. Then came 
the news that a museum was being started in 
my town and needed artifacts from the past. 
This was a chance to send the clock back to 
its original home, so once more it traveled 
across the country. Now it hangs on the muse¬ 
um wall, still measuring time. It has outlived 
the depot, the railroad and several generations 
of people. -

From the very beginning, the railroads 
made a ritual of accuracy in time. Watches 
and clocks were checked and regulated con¬ 
stantly, and the time-honored custom of the 
engineer and conductor comparing watches at 
the beginning of their run was established. 
The trains may not have run on time, but the 
watches and clocks did. 

So it was with the clock in our depot, 
many years ago. It hung on the dusty, cal- 
cimined wall, where it ticked away the min¬ 
utes, the hours, the years. Its sole duty was to 
measure time, but no one thought of it in that 
way. All visitors to the depot automatically 
looked at the clock on the wall, and those 
with watches made a habit of comparing it 
with the clock. It was an unconscious defer¬ 
ence to time. With each tick, the clock added 
something to the past.. .with each swing of the 
pendulum, it sliced away something of their 
future. It was just as well; they didn’t realize 
it. 

Many years after I left my hometown, 
the depot burned to the ground, but by some 
miracle, the clock was saved. Twenty years 
after the fire, 1 saw the clock hanging on the 
wall of a bedroom in the house where the man 
had been a neighbor when I was a small boy. 
He was ill, but noticed by interest in the 
clock. He said, "Harry, some day you may 
have it." 

On my next visit to my hometown, I 
learned my friend had passed away, and that 
the clock was now in the possession of his 
daughter. When I inquired about it, she mere¬ 
ly said, "You can have it if you want it." I 


Whether we like it or even realize it, we 
are all slaves to time. Our date of birth is 
registered, and from then on we literally 
watch the clock, except in modern times the 
clock has become a wristwatch. We go to 
sleep, get up, and goto school, our jobs, and 
keep whatever appointments we have, all dic¬ 
tated by time. We even fiitilely run races in 
an effort to beat the clock, but to no avail. 
Father Time always comes in first. In our 
modern, complex society where the emphasis 
on getting something done faster than ever 
before dominates our every movement, the 
timepiece is our greatest competitor. The 
clock on the depot wall no longer ticks, but 
the modem timepieces do an even better job 
of controlling our lives.

I have been cleaning his bite wound 
daily with hydrogen peroxide but it does not seem 
to be healing.

Yes. Any bite wounds should really be checked by 
a veterinarian immediately so that he can assess 
the severity and place your cat on antibiotics. 
Some bite wounds abscess and require surgery 
while others need aggressive antibiotic therapy 
(oral and/or topical).

Many canyon resi¬ 
dents are enthusiastic 
about developing a park 
site on the historical 
property at the intersec¬ 
tion of Sturtevant, 
Woodland and Canon 
that once housed Char¬ 
lie Chantry’s Pack 
Station, Dance Floor 
and Trail Store. All that 
remains today on the 
site is a massive clump 
of sycamores well over 
a century old. 

In 1916, Chantry 
moved his pack station 
to this location from 
Mountain Trail. After 
the burro buTine"ss"and 
store were sold and the 
Chantrys left in 1922,. 
the Goodwins ran the 
store and the fire truck 
"Old Goat" was housed 
in the former stables. A 
fire bell was housed in a 
belfry on the top of the 
store which alerted 
volunteers in the event 
of a canyon fire. 

In the last ’20s, the 
famous local photogra¬ 
pher E.B. Gray ran the 
store after his Little 
Gray Inn burned on the 
Sturtevant Trail. After 
the Grays moved to 
ldyllwild_in the early 
’30s, Fire Chief Bill 
Richards and his wife 
Mayme ran the store.

store for many years, 
then others including 
the Blumes until WWII, 
and Roy Farmer until 
the mid-’60s. At that 
time it was known as 
Farmer’s Market. Dur¬ 
ing the last years the 
property was transferred 
to Maybelle Barker, 
Mrs. Caley’S sister, and 
the last proprietor dur¬ 
ing the late ’60s was 
Owen Thomas. He 
wanted to give the store 
a country flavor pat¬ 
terned after a southern 
general store. In what 
he called the "Old 
Thyme Market" there 
was “a potbellied stove, 
era-.':er barrel and 
chairs to "sit a spell." 

Art exhibits were 
sometimes held in the 
parking area as the store 
sat in the far west cor¬ 
ner of the lot. Unfortu¬ 
nately, the drug culture 
was very strong during 
those dark years in the 
canyon and the store 
was considered a prob¬ 
lem area by many. 
When the Colvins 
bought the property, 
which is adjacent to 
their beautiful mansion 
on Sturtevant Dr.-also 
currently for sale-the 
store was closed, the 
building condemned by 
the fire department and 
subsequently torn down 


in 1969. 

During the ensuing 
years, the property was 
considered for develop¬ 
ment of a house and at 
one point the Colvins 
planned to donate the 
property to the city as a 
park. Unfortunately 
these negotiations didn’t 
come t() fruition and 
two years ago the Col¬ 
vin Trust sold the land 
to a local resident. 
Although the new own¬ 
er had planned to build 
a house, which was ap¬ 
proved by the Planning 
Commission, he has 
decided to sell the 
property since he is 
moving to Colorado.
